I suppose the question, ‘“‘Who 
was Cain’s wife?” has been asked 
thousands of times since men be- 
gan to read the Bible.

He finds that between forty per 
cent and fifty per cent of the stu- 
dents, upon graduating, reject the 
idea of God. It is easy to under- 
stand this wreckage of faith after 
four years of teaching by men who 
make no secret of their atheism. 

Because God cannot be seen by 
mortal vision, men are prone to 
conclude that He does not exist. 
Certain sophisticated individuals 
proclaim vehemently that they will 
believe only what they can see. Lal- 
lande, the astronomer, once said: 
“I have swept the entire heavens 
with my telescope and I have found 
no God.” Therefore, he argued, 
there is no such Being. 

How foolish to draw any such 
inference from the very limited 
evidence, supplied by a telescope. 
God cannot be discovered by any 
such mechanical device, but the 
eye of faith will soon find Him. 

The unbeliever depends trust- 
fully on the scope and accuracy of 
his five senses. He attributes to 
them great powers. What they 
reveal he will accept; what they 
do not disclose he will reject. / 

One thing that strikes me forcil- 
ly is that the skeptic must have 
acquired a pronounced faith in the 
clarity of his intellect. and in the 
infallibility of his senses. When we 
examine them, however, we dis- 
cover their obvious _ limitations. 

We have eyes. Well, what do we 
see? The range of visible light is 
very narrow. Our eyes can run the 
gamut from the short waves of 
violet to the long waves of red. 
There are waves beyond violet and 
waves beyond red which are in- 
visible to us—two infinite worlds 
of color above and below. these 
points that are completely hidden 
from our gaze. Shall we dare to 
say they do not exist because we 
cannot see them? Our sense of 
sight, then, is far from infallible. 

There is sound. We have two 
ears to catch a little of it. The ear 
can hear vibrations as musical 
notes only between certain limits. 
A single vibration produces the 
sound of a tap or blow, and 


each vibration is heard as a sepa- 
rate tap or blow until sixteen 
more occur in every second of time. 
Then a continuous sound results, 
the vibrations of which are not 
separable to the sense of hearing. 

The lowest note on the organ is 
usually produced by a pipe sixteen 
feet long which gives thirty-two 
vibrations per second. This note is 
named “C.” An eight-foot pipe 
gives its octave with sixty-four 
vibrations—“‘C.”’ The double octave 
“C’”’ has 128 vibrations in a second 
‘and so on. The highest audible note 
is said to have about 40,000 vibra- 
tions a second but is too feeble to 
have any musical value. So we hear 
sounds produced by vibrations of 
20 to 40,000 per second. 

Beyond and at each end are vast 
worlds of silence. There are untold 
numbers of sound waves that our 
ears cannot detect despite mega- 
phones and amplifiers. Our ears 
then are far from being infallible 
guides to sound waves. 

The senses of touch, taste and 
smell have the same marked limit- 
ations, the existing faculties 
scarcely touching these vast shores. 


Our minds cannot grasp the 
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mysteries of time and space. We 
are totally unable to understand 
'eternity—that, actually, time had 
ino beginning and will have no end- 
‘ing. Our imagination staggers 
i'when we think. of infinite and im- 
measurable space. If we are to find 
God with these senses of ours, then 
we shall be doomed to failure. 

There are other phases to this 
discussion. We are endowed with 
appetites and longings. We are 
| hungry—there is food. We have 
ithe instinct to love-—there are 
| those to love. We are eager for 
ipower and wealth—they are to be 
had. For every single desire there 
is a possible fulfillment. 

Put a potato plant in the dark 
cellar. It is born with the instinct 
that there is sunlight to be found 
and so there is. Accordingly the 
vine searches until it finds the 
rays from the sun—the rays neces- 
sary for its life and growth. 

Yes, the lowly potato plant res- 
ponds to the invitation of light and 
reaches up to contact it. The result 
of this meeting is life and growth 
and progyess. The Bible calls our 
attention to light many times. 
Listen to some of these words.

We have 
been somewhat hesitant thus far 
in placing this advertisement be- 
cause we were not in harmony 
with the general tone of the publi- 
cation which you edit. While ad- 
vertising may be regarded as a 
strictly business proposition apart 
from moral and spiritual consider- 
ations, in our opinion the two are 
closely connected. We have steads« 
fastly refused to advertise in peri-< 
odicals which make a divisive wit- 
ness to the Christian Church, 
There are three principal forms in 
which that is being done in some 
religious journalism of our day and 
we cannot find it within our con- 
sciences to contribute to this type 
of thing, which seems to us to fall 
considerably below the attitudes 
which Paul lists as the “fruit of 
the spirit” in Galatians 5:22-24, 
These three disruptive and de- 
structive lines of thought are: (1): 
Vitriolic attacks upon the World 
Council of Churches and the Na- 
tional Council of Churches; (2) 
Bitter attacks upon the Revised 
Standard Version of the Bible; and 
(3) Creation of a spirit of fear and 
hysteria among American people 
in regard to Russian Communism. 
Regardless of one’s attitude 
toward the World Council and any 
particular version of the Bible, we 
believe it is out of harmony with 
the spirit of our Lord and His fol- 
lowers to attack feilow Christians 
and their Jabors in the way in 
which some _ so-called Christian 
journalism is now doing.

For example, in the 
days of King Asa, II Chronicles 
15:9 says, “And he gathered all 
Judah and Benjamin, and the 
strangers with them out of 
Ephraim and Manasseh, and out 
of Simeon: for they fell to him 
out of Israel in abundance, when 
they saw that the Lord his God 
was with him.” 


In the great revival under Hez- 
ekiah at Jerusalem, the sacrifices 


made at the altar were made for 


all the tribes of Israel. Second 
Chronicles 29:24 says, “And the 
priests killed them, and they 
made reconciliation with their 
blood upon the altar, to make an 
atonement for all Israel: for the 
king commanded that the burnt- 
offering and the sin-offering 
should be made for all Israel.” 
The Scripture given here indicates 
that by special planning the sacri- 
fices in the nation Judah were 
made to represent the whole na- 
tion Israel. 


Again, in the days of Hezekiah, 
after that many of the northern 
kingdom had been carried into 
captivity, we see that all Israel 
was represented at Jerusalem in 
the Passover. Second Chronicles 
30:5, 6 says, “So they established 
a decree to make proclamation 
throughout all Israel, from Beer- 
sheba even to Dan, that they 
should come to keep the passover 
unto the Lord God of Israel at 
Jerusalem: for they had not done 
it of a long time in such sort as 


it was written. So the posts went 


with the letters from the king and 
his princes throughout all Israel 
and Judah, and according to the 
commandment of the king, saying, 
Ye children of Israel, turn again 
unto the Lord God of Abraham, 
Isaac, and Israel, and he will re- 
turn to the remnant of you, that 
are escaped out of the hand of 
the kings of Assyria.” Then verse 
11 says, “Nevertheless divers of 
Asher and Manasseh and of Zebu- 
lun humbled themselves, and came 
to Jerusalem.” 


In the same chapter, II Chron- 
icles 30:25 tells us, “And all the 
congregation of Judah with the 
priest and the Levites, and all 
the congregations that came out 
of Israel, and the strangers that 
came out of the land of Israel, 
and that dwelt in Judah, re- 
joiced.” 

From the above it is clear that 
from all the other tribes of Israel 
many gathered to Jerusalem and 
were with Judah when Judah was 
carried into captivity. | 

In II Chronicles 35:3 the Scrip- 
ture says, “And said unto the 
Levites: that taught all Israel, 
Which were holy unto the Lord, 
Put the holy ark in the house 


Which Solomon the son of David 


king of Israel did build: it shall 
not be a burden upon your shoul- 
ders: serve now the Lord your 
God, and his people Israel.” 


In the same chapter, verses 17 
and 18 say: “And the children of 
Israel that were present kept the 
passover at that time, and the 
feast of unleavened bread seven 
days. And there was no passover 
like to that kept in Israel from 
the days of Samuel the prophet; 
neither did all the kings of Israel 
keep such a passover as Josiah 
kept, and the priests, and the 


Levites, and all Judah and Israel | 


that were present, and the inhab- 
itants of Jerusalem.” 


There can be no doubt but that 
God was gathering together a 
remnant of all the tribes at Jer- 
usalem, and that they represent 
the whole nation Israel. Then 
when Judah was carried into cap- 
tivity, it was really a group rep- 
resenting all the twelve tribes, 
and not only Benjamin, Judah and 
the Levites. 


Il. The Jews Who Came Back 
From the Captivity Repre- 
sented the Entire Nation 

Israel 


It is easy to prove that the Jews 
who: returned from the captivity 
in Babylon represented all the 
twelve tribes and were officially 
counted “Israel” in God’s sight. 
Notice the following interesting 
facts: 

1. Cyrus, king of Persia, in his 
official proclamation allowing the 
return to Jerusalem, included all 
Israel. In II Chronicles 36:23, 
that proclamation is quoted thus: 
“Thus saith Cyrus king of Persia, 
All the kingdoms of the earth 
hath the Lord God of heaven 
given me; and he hath charged 
me to build him an house in 
Jerusalem, which is in Judah. 
Who is there among you of all 
his people? The Lord his God be 
with him, and let him go up.” The 
proclamation is to “all his people”’ 
—that is literally, all of God's 
people in all of Israel. 


The same proclamation is quo- 
ted in Ezra 1:3: “Who is_ there 
among you of all his people? his 
God be with him, and let him, go 
up to Jerusalem...” 


Remember that Cyrus was king 
over the then known world, and 
all the twelve tribes were under 
his jurisdiction. In fact, those 
carried into captivity from the 
northern kingdom and those from 
the southern kingdom were in the 
same general region of Babylon, 
and the proclamation was as much 
to those of the other tribes as to 
the tribe of Judah. 


Those who responded for the 
proclamation are mentioned in 
Ezra 1:5: “Then rose up the chief 
of the fathers of Judah and Ben- 
jamin, and the priests, and the 
Levites, WITH ALL THEM 
WHOSE SPIRIT GOD HAD 
RAISED, to go up to build the 
house of the Lord which is in 
Jerusalem.” Not only those of 
Judah and Benjamin, the priests 
and Levites, but-all those of other 
tribes: whose spirit God had raised 
to go to Jerusalem, went back 
with the return. There is no 
doubt that more of the tribe of 
Judah went back than of other 
tribes, but it was not the whole 
tribe of Judah, but just a rem- 
nant, as it was only a remnant 
of the other tribes which went 
back. Most of the whole nation 
Israel remained in the far coun- 
try, but a remnant of all the 
tribes went back to Judah, and 
these were the Jews of the time 


of Christ, from whom the Jews of 
today are descended. 

2. The remnant carried back 
to Judah were several times 
called, ‘all Israel.’ 


For example, in Ezra _ 2:70 
we are told, “So the priests, and 
the Levites, and some of the 
people, and the singers, and the 
porters, and the Nethinims, dwelt 
in their cities, and all Israel in 
their cities.’”’ When God says “and 
all Israel in their cities,” it is evi- 
dent that God -regards this rem- 
nant which has gone back from 
the captivity, as all Israel. 

Again, a second expedition of 
Israelites from the captivity re- 
turned to Jerusalem under Ezra. 
That is described in Ezra 7:7 as 
follows: ‘“‘And there went up some 
of the children of Israel, and of 
the priests, and the Levites, and 
the singers, and the porters, and 
the Nethinims, unto Jerusalem, in 
the seventh year of Artaxerxes 
the king.” The Bible, carefully 
dictated by the Holy Spirit of 
God, here plainly says that those 
who went back represented, not 
Judah, but the nation Israel. 


Concerning Ezra’s request that 
he be allowed to go and take an 
expedition to ° Jerusalem, Artax- 
erxes, then the emperor, made 


|a decree similar to that made be- 
ifore Cyrus. He said, as recorded 
‘in Ezra 7:13, “I make a decree, 
'that all they of the people of 
‘Israel, and of his priests and 
| Levites, in my realm, which are 
‘minded of their own freewill to 
go up to Jerusalem, go with thee.” 

It is certainly clear’ that 
Artaxerxes, afid Ezra, like King 
Cyrus, all intended that the group 
‘which went back to Jerusalem 
| should represent the whole nation 
israel, “all they of the people of 
| Israel,” in the words of the king's 
‘decree. It is equally certain that 
those of all Israel really returned. 


In Ezra 7:28, in the last half of 
the verse, Ezra says, “And I was 
strengthened as the hand of the 
Lord my God was upon me, and 
I gathered together out of Israel 
chief men to go up with me.” He 
gathered men, not just out of 
Judah, but out of all Israel. 


3. ‘Twelve priests were selected 
to represent the twelve tribes, in 


earrying the treasure back to, 


Jerusalem. 


In Ezra 8:24 and 25, this in- 
teresting story is given: “Then I 
separated twelve of the chief of the 
priests, Sherebiah, Hashabiah, and 
ten of their brethren with them, 
And weighed unto them the silver, 
and the gold, and the vessels, even 
the offering of the house of our 
God, which the king, and his coun- 
sellors, and his lords, and all 
Israel there present, had offered.” 
The priests were of the tribe of 
‘Levi, of course, but twelve were 
selected, because they were to 
represent all of the twelve tribes 
and to carry the treasure pre- 
sented by “all Israel] there present.” 

4. When they got to Jerusa- 
lem they offered sacrifices repre- 
senting all Israel. In Ezra 8:35 we 
are told, “Also the children of 
those that had been carried away, 
which were come out of the cap- 
tivity, offered burnt-offerings unto 
the God of Israel, twelve bullocks 
for all Israel, ninety and six rams, 
seventy and seven lambs, twelve he 
goats for a sin-offering: all this 
was a burnt-offering unto the 
Lord.” 

Notice the “twelve bullocks for 
all Israel.” It is clear that this 
immigration back to Judah is an 
official immigration of all Israel, 
and that this is the official Israel 
in God’s sight. 

5. Repeatedly through the book 
of Nehemiah the remnant re- 
turned to Jerusalem is called 
‘Israel’ and “all Israel.’ 

Nehemiah 2:10 says, “When 
Sanballat the Horonite, and To- 
biah the servant, the Ammonite, 
heard of it, it grieved them exceed- 
ingly that there was come a man 
to seek the welfare of the children 
of Israel.” 

Nehemiah 7:7 says “ ... The 
number, I say, of the men of the 
people of Israel was this.” It 
is clear he speaks not only of 
Judah, but of all Israel. 

Nehemiah 7:73 says, “So the 
priests, and the Levites, and the 
porters, and the singers, and some 
of the people, and the Nethinims, 
and all Israel, dwelt in their cit- 
ies; AND WHEN THE SEVENTH 
MONTH CAME, THE CHILDREN 
OF ISRAEL WERE IN THEIR 
CITIES.” Remember, this is 
speaking of the- remnant gone 


back to Palestine from the cap- 


In the November 19, 1954 issue 
of THE SWORD OF THE LorD we told 
of sending nearly three thousand 
dollars to various missions around 
the world for publishing our litera- 
ture in native languages. At that 
time we stated that the money had 
been requested for more than a 
year, but delayed because of lack 
of funds. 


One of the recipients, Rey. Al- 
bert Zijp, to whom we sent money 
for printing “What Must I Do to 
«Be Saved?” in the Netherlands, 
wrote back immediately telling of 
the blessing this booklet had been 
there. Here is his interesting let- 
ter: 

“Dear Brother Rice: 

“Thank you very much for 
your air mail letter of Novem- 
ber 3, 1954, with enclosed cheque 
of $155 for the printing of 5,000 
copies of ‘What Must I Do to 
Be Saved?’ in the Dutch .lan- 
cuage. 

“THIS AMOUNT YOU SENT 
US HAS BEEN WORKING 
AND HAS BEEN SAVING 
SOULS LONG BEFORE IT AR- 
RIVED. The case is this: More 
than a year ago I received your 
letter telling us that you would 
help us in getting out this soul- 
Saving booklet in our language. 
I regarded that as a_ definite 
promise, so right away I or- 
dered 5,000 copies which were 
delivered a few weeks later. In 
short time those 5,000 copies 
were distributed, so I ordered 
another 5,000 copies, still wait- 
ing your help. Now by this time 
the latter issue is just about 
exhausted, and wonderful there 
is your help. You can imagine 
how glad we are, so we ordered 
a new 5,000 copies, and are just 
thinking if we in some way can 
make it 10,000 copies. We call 
this the fourth issue, for the 
first was printed in separate ar- 
ticles in our monthly; after that 
we had the two issues mentioned 
above, and this is the fourth. We 
are so very thankful for from 
the very beginning the Lord has 
blessed ‘What Must I Do to Be 
Saved?’ in our language for the 
saving of souls. We received let- 
ters telling us of the great joy 
and gladness they had after they 
found the Lord by reading your 
booklet. And you can be sure 
that many more who did not 
write have found the Lord by 
this means. In ‘consequence of 
wrong teaching, in our country 
it is very hard for people to con- 
fess that they are saved. Five 
years ago we had a Gospel meet- 
ing out in the country, we saw 
no results, but now FIVE years 
later a woman wrote that she 
was saved in that meeting. In 
another case it took FIFTEEN 
vears before someone told. me 
that she was blessed by the 


tivity, and they are “the children 
of Israel.” 

Nehemiah 9:2 says, “And the 
seed of Israel separated them- 
selves from all strangers, and 
stood and confessed their sins, and 
the iniquities of their fathers.” 

Nehemiah 11:20 says, “And the 
residue of Israel, of the priests, 
and the Levites, were in all the 
cities of Judah, every one in his 
inheritance.” Notice that though 
they are in the cities of Judah, 
the remnant is “the residue of 
Israel."* This is the group which 
God officially recognizes as the 
whole nation Israel, and it is com- 
posed of people of every tribe. 

Nehemiah 12:47 says, ‘“‘And all 
Israel in the days of Zerubbabel, 
and in the days of Nehemiah, gave 
the portions of the singers and the 
porters, every day his portion: 
and they sanctified holy things 
unto the Levites; and the Levites 
sanctified them unto the children 
of Aaron.” Obviously, this rem- 
nant in Palestine after the cap- 
tivitity, is “all Israel.” Some peo- 
ple of all the tribes remained in 
Babylon, but the official repre- 
sentatives of all the tribes, in 
God’s counting, were now back in 
Palestine. 

Thus the Jews of today, as the 
Jews in the time of Christ, repre-

Christian Training Can Be Practical

You have probably heard of the 
Navy’s “ninety-day wonders” in 
World War II. When officers were 
sorely needed, college graduates 
were given the opportunity to 
take a special three-month train- 
ing program, then be commissioned 
as ensigns. Many of these young 
officers became the object of a 
great deal of ridicule from the 
older Navy personnel, because all 
they knew of Navy life was what 
they had picked up in a few 
weeks of school. 

Recently several rather critical 
and unfriendly articles have been 
written about Christian schools. 
One of the charges of a rather 
irresponsible author has been that 
Christian training has been too 
general and does not fit Christian 
young people for the practical 
problems of life. I have written to 
a number of Bible schools and 
Christian colleges to see what 
especially practical courses they 
offered. You will be pleased to 
know, I feel sure, how unusually 
helpful many of these courses are. 
This is only a partial response 
from Christian schools. We will 
be giving you more details in the 
future on very interesting courses.

application to the mission field. In* 


addition to this training they have 
a missionary training camp where 
missionary students:may go to re- 
ceive training to equip them to 
get along in the rugged pioneer 
missionary life. | 

Grace Bible Institute in Omaha, 
Nebraska, has five courses in ele- 
mentary medicine and Moody Bible 
Institute in Chicago has _ seven. 
One of the Moody Institute courses 
is elementary instruction in den- 
tistry. Many of their graduates are 
able to care for emergencies on 
the field far from any hope of 
professional help. 

Moody Institute also offers a 
course in radio to help mission- 
aries on the field. Columbia Bible 
College and Grace Bible Institute 
have similar courses. All these 
courses are designed to prepare 
missionary candidates to be able 
to do their own radio-communi- 
cation work between an isolated 
mission station and their home 
base. Practical photography is also 
taught at Grace Bible Institute. 
This is to enable missionaries to 
take the right kind of pictures to 
portray their missionary activities 


to the folks at home. 


unique aviation program. They 
have several of their own planes’ 
and offer both flight instruction 
and aircraft maintenance. 

Fort Wayne Bible College, Fort 
Wayne, Indiana; Wheaton College 
here in Wheaton, Illinois; and 
Columbia Bible College, all have 
special missionary training in prac- 
tical arts—-such as plumbing, car- 
pentry and auto mechanics. At 
Wheaton it is an extra-curricular 
activity. with faculty and staff 
members volunteering their ser- 
vices to train students in these 
practical matters for the mission 
field. At Fort Wayne Bible Col- 
lege they even teach their students 
how to take a jeep apart and put 
it back together again. 

All of these seem to be un- 
usually. well designed courses to 
help missionary volunteers get the 
practical training and experience 
necessary before going to the 
field. 


Practical Training for 
Students Entering 
the Ministry 

All students at Moody Bible 
Institute, either training for the 
pastorate or the mission field, are 
required to spend eight to ten 
hours a week in practical work 
assignments; doing personal work 
in missions, house-to-house visita- 
tion, hospitals and jails. This is 
in addition to their class work on 
personal evangelism. 

At Fort Wayne Bible College 
every student taking the pastor- 
al-leadership course must have 
at least a semester of supervised 
experience as a pastor or a pastor’s 
assistant in order to qualify for 
graduation. Taylor University at 
Upland, Indiana, lists five courses

sent all the twelve tribes. There 
is no distinction, then, between 
Jews and Israel. They are the 
same people. 

Now with this much in mind 
from the Old Testament, if you 
read the Gospels and the book 
of Acts, and the epistles in the 
New Testament, you will see that 


‘the Jews in Palestine in the time 


of Christ are repeatedly called 
Israel, and are recognized. as the 
whole house of Israel in God’s 
sight. A simple example is Acts 
2:36, where Peter is preaching at 
Jerusalem to the leaders of Israel. 
He says, “Therefore let all the 
house of Israel know assuredly, 
that God hath made that same 
Jesus, whom ye have crucified, 
both Lord and Christ.” This 
means that Jesus was officially 
crucified by the leaders of ll 
Israel, combined with Herod and 
Pilate. It also means that Peter 
was preaching to the official- 
ly responsible leaders of all Israel. 
The Jews in the time of Christ 
were the whole nation Irsael. 
Another example is James 1:1. 
There the book of James is ad- 
dressed to “the tWelve_ tribes 
which are scattered abroad, greet- 
ing.” And the content of the book 
of James shows clearly that it 
was addressed to Christians, not 
to heathen people. In fact it was 
addressed to Christian Jews, those 
who had been dispersed from 
Jerusalem by the great persecu- 
tion in the time of Saul. The 
book of James was likely the first 
New Testament book written, cer- 
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Anglo-Saxon People Are Not Israel 


tainly one of the first. And the 
Jews to whom it was written were 
addressed as the twelve tribes of 
Israel. : 


III. Science and History Prove 
That England and America 
Could Not Possibly Be 
Israel 


1. There is absolutely no his- 
tory of any migration from the 
ancient country of Babylon across 
Europe into England, as is 
claimed by the British-Israel 
teachers. For such an entire na- 
tion to migrate, keeping its blood 
pure, across an entire continent, 
would be so startling a phenom- 
enon that it could not be. It sim- 
ply did not happen. It cannot be 
traced by reputable historians. 

2. The Anglo-Saxon people do 
not have any of the ethnological 
inheritance that would be inev- 
itable if they were descended from 
the so-called “lost ten tribes” of 
Israel. 

Consider first -that the Anglo- 
Saxon people have no trace of the 
Hebrew language, and never have 
had. The Hebrew language is 
written right to left. The Anglo- 
Saxon is written from left to 
right. They are written with dif- 
ferent. alphabets. It is only ac- 
cidental that some names are sim- 
ilar, as is true of all languages. 
There is no language kinship be- 
tween the English and the He- 
brew. This is a scientific fact. 

Consider next that the Anglo- 
Saxon people had no tradition 
whatever about circumcision. When 
you. remember how tenaciously 
Jews have held to circumcision in 
every clime and country, amidst 
every kind of persecution, in these 
twenty centuries since Christ, it 
is inconceivable that another group 
of Israelites, staying together as 
a nation and having the same law, 
the same customs, the same teach- 
ing, should utterly forget the mat- 
ter until there was not a tradition 
nor a trace of it. That simply 
would not happen. : 

Consider also that the Anglo- 
Saxon people had no Sabbath un- 
til it was introduced by Christian 
missionaries. The Sabbath was 
given to the nation Israel as a 
particular sign between her and 
God, as you see in Exodus 31:16 
and 17, and Ezekiel 20:12. But 
the Anglo-Saxon people did not 
have any Sabbath, as an evidence 
that they were the people Israel. 
They are not. 

Actually, the British-Israel doc- 
trine is a matter of sinful national 
pride, trying to assume an honor 
that does not belong to the Eng- 
lish and American people. We are 
not Israel. 

And finally, it seems silly to 
suppose that England would be 
Ephraim and America Manasseh, 
when we are of the same blood, 
insofar as we are both Anglo- 
Saxon people. There would be 
just as much reason to suppose 
that England was Manasseh and 
America Ephraim, as to suppose 
the contrary. However, since the 
doctrine started in England and

designed to aid the future pastor 
in practical problems in caring 
for the pastorate. The matter of 
office procedure—filing, record 
keeping, correspondence, budgets 
and executive leadership are all 
dealt with in addition to the spirit- 
ual matters of training for the 
pastorate.

IV. The British-Israel Theory

instead of honoring the Lord Jesus. 

The land which is honored. in 
Bible prophecy as the place where 
Christ will return and reign, is 
clearly the land of Palestine. 
Again and again we are told that 
the children of Israel will return 
to “the mountains of Israel.” and 
“to their own land,” ‘the land of 
their fathers,” etc. That could 
not be England. 

Again the Bible teaching is that 
the millennial reign will be set up 
by Christ in person at His return. 
Christ Himself will overthrow the 
nations and set up His kingdom. 
In contradiction, the British-Israel 
people teach that England and 
America must rule the world; that 
we are “God’s battle-axe.” Thus 
the British-Israel teaching vio- 
lates all true understanding of 
Bible prophecy. It is a doctrine 
of vain and prideful men who 
would take to themselves and to 
our nation honor that does not be- 
long to us. The only way to be- 
live it is by a perversion of Scrip- 
ture and by ignoring facts of his- 
tory and science,

If Christians 
who faithfully and willingly suf- 
fer persecution are to be greatly 
rewarded, then Christians who are 
not willing to suffer persecution 
will suffer loss of reward. 

Without doubt there will be de- 
grees of reward in Heaven for 
saints even as there will be degrees 
of punishment in Hell for sinners 
(Luke 12:47, 48). So there must 
be a judgment for Christians. 

To some Christians the Lord 
will be able to say, ‘Well done, 
thou. good and faithful servant: 
thou hast been faithful over a 
few things, I will make thee ruler 
over many things: enter thou into 
the joy of thy lord” (Matt. 25:21). 

Moses was willing to suffer af- 
fliction with the people of God 
rather than to enjoy the pleasures 
of sin for a season because “he 
had respect unto the recompence 
of the REWARD”! (Heb. 11:26). 


Paul said, ‘“‘Let no man beguile 


you of your reward...” (Col. 2: 
18). 

Christians, who, down here, 
make excuses for not rendering 
sacrificial service for Jesus, will 


one day have a chance to TELL 
IT TO THE JUDGE! 
Now some staunch believer 


of saints is probably about to ex- 
plode! I believe in salvation by 
grace through faith in the finished 
work of Christ as much as you do. 
But we have been top-heavy in 
our grace preaching of recent 
years. We have given our people 
a lopsided picture of salvation by 
grace. 

Salvation is by grace ‘through 
faith; and that not of ourselves, 
it is the gift of God, not of works 
lest any man should boast!’ (Eph. 
2:8, 9). But the next verse says 
* that “we are his workmanship, 
created in Christ Jesus unto good 
works, which God hath before or- 
dained that we should walk in 
them” (Eph. 2:10). 

“Faith without works is dead.” 
—Jas. 2:20. 

The same chapter that Says, 
“Not by works of righteousness 
~ which we have done, but accord- 
ing to his mercy he saved us,” 
also says, “...I will that thou 
affirm constantly, that they which 


have believed in God might be} 


careful to maintain good works. 
These things are good and profit- 
able unto men” (Titus 3:5, 8). 

So, being saved by grace with- 
out works is no invitation to set- 
tle back and never work for the 
Lord! Salvation is not a license 
to go on in sinful selfishness. 

We are to “work out” thé salva- 
tion which God is working in! 
(Phil, 2:12, 13). 

So there is a judgment for 
- Christians—God will see how we 
have gotten along with our work! 
This judgment is. called the judg- 
ment seat of Christ! 

The judgment seat of Christ is 
not to be confused with the judg- 
ment of fallen angels (Jude 6), nor 
with the judgment of nations 


(Matt. 25:31-32), nor with the 
judgment of the great white 
throne (Rev. 20). Many people 


have an erroneous idea that the 
saints and the sinners will all be 
judged at some general ‘“judg- 
ment day’ and that people who 
have been top-heavy with good 
deeds will go to Heaven, while 
people top-heavy with bad deeds 
will go to Hell. Nothing could be 
further from the truth! The mat- 
ter of salvation is settled this side 
of the grave. As many as have re- 
ceived Christ will have been given 
the power to become the sons of 
God. Those who did not receive 
Christ will have never become the 
‘sons of God and thus will remain 
eternally lost. Only lost sinners 
will be judged at the great white 
throne. Over one thousand years 
earlier every Christian will be 
judged (and only Christians) at 
the judgment seat of Christ! 

So, Christian, it does matter 
how you live as a Christian! It 


4 «» matters tremendously! 


You have been judged as a sin- 
ner; that is PAST judgment of 
sin, borne by Christ, our Substi- 
tute, who died in our stead. 

You are now being judged as a 
son for your WALK as a Chris- 
tian, this is PRESENT. 

_ You will yet, one day BE judged 
as a servant, according to your 
WORKS; this is yet FUTURE, and 


in| 
the finished, once-for-all salvation ' 


will take place at the judgment 
seat of Christ (II Cor. 5:10). 

“The judge standeth before the 
door” !——Jas. 5:9. 

We will face Him very soon, 
for “our days on the earth are 
as a shadow, and there is none 
abiding” (I Chron. 29:15), and, 
obviously, the judgment seat of 
Christ is the first thing that .will 
take place after the saints are 
caught up to meet Jesus at His 
coming, when “every man shall 
receive his own reward ACCORD- 
ING TO HIS OWN LABOUR” 
te Aor. 3:3. 

Every born-again Christian is 
“God's building” (I Cor. 3:9). Our 
one foundation is Christ (vs. 11). 
“But let every man take heed 
HOW he buildeth thereupon” (I 
Cor. 3:10). 


“Bvery man’s work shall be 
made manifest: for the day lof 
judgment) shall declare it...’—I 
Cor, 3:13. 


Then we are told in verses 14 
and 15 that a person will “receive 
a reward” or shall “suffer loss” 
at the judgment seat! Of what 
sort is your work? Is your work 
for Christ genuine? Is it sacrific- 
ial? Is it done in love? Are you 
faithful? If not, remember, one 
day you must TELL IT TO THE 
JUDGE! 


Notice, now, several things 
about this judgment seat, as 


learned in our text, IT Corinthians, 
chapter five, verse on! Jog 

I. The SUBJECTS at the 

Judgement Seat 

“WE.” We Christians must ap- 
pear there.’ Therefore we labor 
“that, whether present or absent, 
we may be accepted of him.” This 
is not to be confused with being 
accepted IN Him. We were chosen 
in. Him before the foundation of 
the world and accepted IN Him 
when we received Christ as per- 
sonal Saviour (Eph. 1:4, 6). But 
for faithful, sacrificial, soul-win- 
ning service we will be accepted 
OF Him at the judgment seat! So, 
‘Why stand ye here all the day 
idle?’”” (Matt. 20:6). God saves us 
for nothing and then richly re- 
wards us for everything we do for 
Him! Hallelujah, what a Saviour! 


II. The SERIOUSNESS of the 
Judgment Seat 


“MUST all appear.” There is 
no getting. out of this! No A. W. 
O. L. (“absent-without-leave’’) 
here! There is no escaping it! We 
all MUST appear. It has been said 
that nothing is certain but death 
and taxes. But if death is certain 
then judgment is certain, for “... 
it is appointed unto men once to 
die, but AFTER THIS THE 
JUDGMENT”! This is_ serious 
business! Every one of us must 
face God! No wonder Paul said 
in our text chapter “Knowing 
therefore the TERROR of the 
Lord, we persuade men...” (vs. 
11). 

You may be able to break your 
appointment with some friend. You 
may be able to break an appoint- 
ment with a business associate. 
But you cannot break ‘your ap- 
pointment with death and the 
judgment! And, even if you are 
among the saints alive on earth 
when Jesus comes, thereby cheat- 
ing the undertaker, you will still 
turn up at the judgment seat! 

In view of all this the mighty 
apostle was “sober” and “beside” 
himself. He recognized the serious- 
ness of the judgment seat! He 
therefore counted not himself to 
have apprehended, but forgetting 
things of the past, 
forth, pressing toward the mark 
for the prize of the high calling 
of God in Christ Jesus! (Phil. 3: 
13, 14). 

So, “... hold that fast which 


thou hast, that no man take thy 
crown”! (Rev. 3:11). No man can 


take your salvation (John 10:28), 


but someone else can take your 
crown! Keep making your excuses 
for not 
working for Christ, for not being 
faithful to His church, but re-

III. The SCOPE of the 
Judgment Seat 


“We must ALL appear.” ALL of 
us! No exception! Every Christian 
will be there! “Every one of us 
shall give account of himself to 


God”! (Rom. 14:12). *

The soul winner will be there. 
What a blessed day of reward 
for him! 

The prayer warrior will be there. 
That day will reveal who (and 
what) has been most responsible 


for the souls won. Then the true 


value of prayer will be Known. 
Then those who were too busy to 
pray will see that they were too 
busy! 

The tither will be there, eter- 
nally thankful that he had not 
been a money-loving, tight-fisted, 


God-robbing skinflint while on 
earth! 
Deacons will be there—the 


deacons who wouldn’t “deak” as 
well as the ones who did! Sunday 
School teachers will be there, and 
some of them will have opportun- 
ity to try to explain why they 
didn’t live separated lives, why 
they never won their pupils to 
Christ, why they were slaves to 
a quarterly instead of teaching the 
Word of God! There they can tell 
it to the Judge! 

Choir members and musicians 
will be there. Even the temper- 
mental ones—‘“95% temper and 
5% mental,” as someone has put 
it. That is, if they were really 
saved they'll be there, otherwise, 
they will be in Hell regardless of 
whose choir they sang in or whose 
Sunday School they taught in or 
whose deacon board they served 
on! : 

The backslider 
crying and cringing, 
the ‘terror of the Lord’ 
whose service he fled. 

The indifferent Christian will be 
there—and he won't be indifferent 
then! 

The worldly Christian, who just 
couldn’t see ‘‘any harm” in much 
of anything, will be there, sud- 
denly and terrifyingly conscious 
that he has foolishly squandered 
heavénly riches and reward for 
the silly and frothy bubbles of 
earth! 

The talented Christian, who let 
the world have part or all of the 
talent God had given to him or 
her, will be there, and ah! the rude 
awakening then! 

Christian young people will be 
there, and then they'll see the 
utter absurdity of having lived for 
fame, family, fashions, and fun, 
instead of answering the thrilling 
and challenging call to be one of 
God’s pioneers to mission fields at 
home or abroad! Down here we 
give our excuses. Up there we can 
TELL IT TO.THE JUDGE!

IV. The SOVEREIGN at the 
Judgment Seat 

Note, it is called, the judg- 
ment seat of CHRIST! He is the 
mighty SOVEREIGN before whom 
we must all stand! 

“And now, little children, abide 
in him; that when he shall appear, 
we may have confidence, and not be 
ashamed before him at his com- 
ing’! (I John 2:28) You must 
face Christ! He is the Sovereign 
we must face! The same Christ 
who made the worlds “and with- 
out whom was not anything made 
that was made’’! The God of the 
atom, the God who made the snow- 
flake—we must face Him. We 
must face the Saviour-God who 
stretcheth the north over the 
empty place and hangeth the earth 
upon nothing! The One who is 
before all things and by whom 
all things consist (Col. 1:17). 

This Sovereign we face at the 
judgment seat is the same Saviour 
who said, ‘I must work the works

and to compromise with them is 
to be a traitor to Christ. Dr. W. 
A. Criswell points out that mod- 
ernism is a parasite feeding on 
institutions already built. He 
quotes one man as saying that, 
just as we put up screens to keep 
bugs out of our houses, so the 
church has a right to keep out 
things that destroy faith. 


The Bible tells us to abhor that 
which is evil and that the fear 
of the Lord is to hate evil, not 
tolerate it. The champions of tol- 
erance make much of the faults 
of fundamentalists, which indeed 
are many, but it is a device of the 
Devil to raise .such a howl over 
the failures of some of the saints 
that we forget the issue for which 
they stood. Indeed we should be 
militant rather than belligerent, 
but one does not have to weaken 
doctrinally to become sweet in 
spirit. It is not orthodoxy that 
makes crabs of some people. There 
is no real saintliness that is not 
rooted and grounded in the truth. 
There is an imitation Christianity 
today that wears a smile and 
makes much of “thinking no evil.” 
It is true that love thinketh no 
evil, does not keep account of evil, 
but that does not mean that love 
thinks everything is good. That is 
gullibility and we are to try the 
spirits whether they be of God. 
We had better beware lest the 
mock angel so charm us that we 
shall be taken for a ride and sold 
down the river. 

Some Christians who once 
championed sound doctrine beat a 
retreat once in a while and from 
stratospheric heights announce 
that they do not “stoop to con- 
troversy.”” When a man contends 
for the faith in New Testament 
style he -does not stoop! Some as- 
sert that they have become mellow 
in later years, but one must re- 
member.that some things become 
mellow just before they spoil! 


Of course contending for the 
faith has its perils. We can lose 
our radiance contending for 
rightness. But we can be both 
right and radiant. False doctrine 
endangers the flock of God. Paul 
was jealous over the _ spiritual 
welfare of his Corinthian flock. 
He writes: “But I fear, lest by 
any means, as-the serpent beguiled 
Eve through his subtilty, so your 
minds should be corrupted from 
the simplicity that is in Christ’ 
(II Cor. 11:3). Subtilty and sim- 
plicity! How we need to guard 
today against the subtilties that 
would lure us from the simplici- 
ties! 

The man who is indifferent or 
uncertain about the truth is 
likely to be tolerant of those who 
doubt it. But if we believe what 
we believe we cannot be chummy. 
with those who do not believe it. 
Paul was no candidate for the 
Goodfellows Club where what one 
believes does not matter so long 
as we are all in good Humor. He 
believed the Gospel was the only 
answer and therefore all other 
answers were wrong answers. I 
know that this text is terrific. It 


my reward is with me, to give 
every man according as his work 
shall be’ (Rev. 22:12). The work 
of every man shall be examined! 
No wonder the- wiping away of 
tears in Heaven is not mentioned 
until more than one _ thousand 
years later, after the millennium! 
For here, many Christians will 
“suffer loss” at the judgment seat. 
So, let every man take heed how 
he buildeth! 

“Look to yourselves, that we 
lose not those things which we 
have wrought, but that we re- 
cewe a FULL reward.”’—I1I John 
8. 

Then we wilt receive for those 
hours spent in visiting, for the 
tears shed over sinners, for the 
hours of praying, for the ridicule 
and persecution endured, for the 
stigma suffered because you be- 
longed to that soul-winning, evan- 
gelistic church instead of the 
popular and worldly one. Oh, yes! 
It will all come out then. 


“Every one will reeeive’ either 
reward or loss of reward. The 
gossip will be searched out. The 
jealousy and envy will be searched 
out. The covetousness will 
searched out. The sensitiveness 
will be searched out. And the

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needs no exposition, It speaks for 
itself. Notice that he said, “If we 
OR AN ANGEL FROM HEAVEN 
preach any other gospel....’’ Well, 
the angel from Hell, the mock 
angel, Satan as an angel of light, 
is preaching another Gospel these 
days. The Bible, he says, merely 
contains God’s Word. Of course 
he is at home in the modern 
mood of tolerance that has seized 
US. 


Senator Fulbright says, ‘Too 
many people in our nation do not 
believe anything with conviction. 
Values that were clear to the Pil- 
grims and the Founding Fathers 
have become dim and fuzzy in 
outline.” 


“Fuzzy” is certainly the word 
for the thinking of a lot of Chris- 
tians these days. And a lot of 
dear souls have «stretched their 
consciences trying to broaden their 
minds! 

There is no way to doctor up 
Paul’s words in our text. He does 
not say the false preacher is to 
be pitied or tolerated—he is to 
be anathema. That does sound 
un-Christian to modern ears. But 
there was nothing wrong with 
Paul. There is a lot wrong with 
us. We do not know what we be- 
lieve; we do not believe what we 
believe; and we do not practise 
what we believe. The whole mat- 
ter goes back to whether we be- 
lieve there is only one Gospel, one 
way to be saved. If that is true, 
then all other ways are false. 
Grant the premise and you must 
grant the conclusion. We can be 
broad-minded about some things. 
When our Lord asked the Samari- 
tan woman for a drink of water 
He was broadminded. But when 
He told her that salvation was of 
the Jews, He was narrow. -We 
cannot afford to be any broader 
than He was. 


We not only have the right to 
condemn and expose false doctrine, 
we have the duty and obligation to 
do it. All over our land there are 
churches and schools that once 
sounded forth the Gospel but now 
are breeding grounds of infidelity. 


Some..of them ought to. be. called... 


The Ichabod Memorial, for the 
glory has departed. And they went 
down because Bible believers sat 
by in sweet tolerance while wolves 
in sheep's clothing took over. We 
are to go forth as sheep in the 
midst of wolves but we are not to 
surrender. to ‘grievous wolves 
entering in, not sparing the flock. 
God never meant. that we should 
take all this lying down. While it 
is possible to cry ‘‘Wolf” where 
there is no wolf, we are in great- 
er danger these days of crying 
“Peace, when there is no peace.” 
When a man is so uncertain about 
anything as clear as the Gospel 
that he must be examined to see 
whether his sheepskin is real or 
borrowed, he has already estab- 
lished his identity. Mink coats 
were exhibited in Washington to 
show up corruption some time ago 
... Which led some wag to say, 
‘There is nothing to fear but fur.” 
It might be well to display some 
Sheephides removed from raven- 
ing wolves in the church before 
they further destroy the flock of 
God. 

Paul’s anathema needs to be 
recovered from the mothballs and 
brought into holy warfare. This 
is no time for Thirty-eighth Paral- 
lels with error. “There is no substi- 
tute for victory.” It is as impos- 
sible to do business with false 
doctrine as with communism. 
Along with separation of church 
and state, we need to catch up on 
separation of church and the 
world and separation of the church 
and false doctrine. When our in- 
structions are as clear as Paul 
gives them here, and are repeated 
for double force, surely we have 
no business watering down the 
Word. Contending for the faith is 
not easy.

Now then 
we are ambassadors for Christ’! 
(II Cor. 5:18, 20). It is our busi- 
ness to win souls.

I wonder if God 
doesn’t feel like saying that to 
weak, wishy-washy, namby-pam- 
by, spineless, lazy Christians,

mentions some of its outbreaks—

How strangely unlike the cata- 
logue Paul makes as the works of 
the flesh, which he declares are 
manifest, and which are these: 


“Adultery, fornication, unclean- 
ness, lasciviousness, Idolatry, 
witchcraft, hatred, variance, emu- 
lations, wrath, strife, seditions, 
heresies, Envyings, murders, 
drunkenness, revellings and such 
like: of the which I tell you before, 
as I have also told you in time 
past, that they which do such 
things shall not inherit the King- 
dom of God.” —Gal. 5:19-21. 


And yet we have said there is a 
harmony in Scripture. Go back 
as far as the book of Genesis (8: 
21), and hear declared the state of 
the human heart. Jehovah is the 
spokesman; the antedeluvian per- 
iod is the occasion; the judgment 
which had fallen upon all save 
Noah and his household was the 
immediate basis of the words, “J 
will not again curse the ground 
any more for man’s sake; for the 
imagination of man’s heart is evil 
from his youth” (Gen. 8:21). Out 
of the heart proceed the issues of 
life. 


Who can ¢ell what are the lusts 
of the flesh? Who can keep them 
from trampling over the law of 
the Lord, ending in consuming life 
itself? You remember in Felix 
Holt, George Eliot says regarding 
Mr. Jermyn, “He had not especial- 


were so shattered in nerves that 
they were still trembling the next 
day at church. Finally they had 
come and taken her away to an 
institution. People talked about 
that awful night of wailing and 
screaming for a long time to come. 
But, listen, if just one woman 
screaming in such agony for just 
one night can cause such terror 
and unrest in a neighborhood, then 
what will Hell be lke?

They were standing in a hotel 
room in Atlanta. Sunday, the great 
evangelist, pointed to the teeming 
crowds seething on Peachtree 
Street below. With tears in his 
eyes and almost a sob in his voice 
Billy Sunday said, ‘“They’re go- 
ing to Hell, they’re going to Hell!” 

That fact should keep us going, 
driving, praying, witnessing, cry- 
ing over the lost, seeking poor 
sinners day in and day out— 
they’re going to Hell! Keeping 
sinners out of Hell is the reason 
Christ came and suffered and died. 
Shall we endure no suffering to 


‘bring them to Him? At the judg- 


ment seat we will wish we had! 
And, if you read these lines, 
though not a Christian, remember 
the same Bible that speaks of 
judgment for the Christian, says, 
“Tf the righteous scarcely be saved, 
where shdll the ungodly and the 
sinner appear?” (I Pet. 4:18). 
Your fate is terrible indeed if you 
continue to reject Jesus! Oh, 
trust Him now as your Saviour!

ly intended to wrong people; he 
thought he might be able to re- 
fund, to make restoration’; and 
she likens him to the German poet 
who was entrusted with a par- 
ticularly fine sausage which he 
was to convey to a friend in Paris. 
In the course of his long journey 
he smelled the sausage; he got 
hungry and desired to taste it; he 
pared a morsel off, then another, 
and another, in successive mo- 
ments of temptation, till at last 
the sausage was, humanly speak- 
ing, at an end. The offense had not 
been premeditated. The poet had 
never loved meanness, but he loved 
Sausage, and the result was both 
disastrous and distressing. It is a 
parable of life at the point of the 
lust of the flesh. 


The lust of the eyes. Oh, how 
many men are smitten here! You 
take the words that are employed 
in this text, and how many of 
them are temptations through the 
eyes—“fornication,”’ “idolatry,” 
“covetousness,” “drunkenness?” 
The lust of the eyes! You remém- 
ber Achan’s confession. He de- 
clared to Joshua: 


“I have sinned against the Lord—— 


God of Israel. When I saw 
among the spoils a goodly, Baby- 
lonish garment, and two hundred 
Shekels of silver, and a wedge of 
gold of fifty shekels weight, then 
I coveted them, and took them: 
and, behold, they are hid in the 
earth in the midst of my tent, and 
the silver under it.’—Josh. 7:20, 
21. 


Mark the phraseology—‘“When 


I. saw among the spoils,” then I 


“coveted; and then I “took.” That 
is the law of the lust of the eyes! 


Vice is a monster of such hideous 
mien 

That to be hated needs but to be 
seen; 

But seen too oft, familiar with her 
face, 

We first endure, then pity, then 
embrace, 


Read the fifty-first Psalm and 
see the broken-hearted saint, the 
man of God, and a minister of His 
Gospel, as well as a king from his 
throne, stained, undone, and in his 
palace crying to be delivered from 
blood-guiltiness, and ask yourself 
how this fall occurred. There is 
but one answer—the lust of the 
eyes. The sight of Beth-sheba was 
David's undoing, and to God’s dis- 
honor. 


The great Tolstoi, who lately 
passed away, in his book on, What 
is Art? mercilessly arraigns the 
most of its schools for their pan- 
dering to the lusts of the eye; and 
his language is as just as it is 
merciless. I candidly believe that 
the nude in art has caused more 
harm to the morals of men than 
the beauty of the same has ever 
accomplished for their culture. 
The hungriest part of the human 
body is the eye. If it feeds on 
beauty. of the real sort, which not 
only compasses the delights of 
color and figure, but involves high 
morals, it becomes indeed a win- 
dow of the soul through which it 
looks out into a world of culture, 
and up into a heaven studded with 
the stars of God, and even unto 
the throne of God Himself, and 
sees Him as clearly as the great 
Prophet saw him, “high and lifted 
up,” His train filling the heavens. 
But if it feed, as the carrion crows 
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do, upon embodied immoralities, 
upon scenes that are as devilish as 
sensual, then the eye becomes a 
window through which the soul 
looks into depths too dark for 
words, and through which it will 
be destined eventually to see the 
burning caldron of Hell itself. 


One who has read Hypatia is not 
likely to forget Charles Kingsley's 
wonderful putting of the lust of 
the eyes. He is speaking of Philam- 
mon, the young monk, who was 
waging that battle of which Paul 
speaks in the seventh of Romans— 
longing to be a holy man, and in 
order so to live, seeking the clois- 


ter; but who, by the law of the 
flesh was greatly tempted by the 
outside world. In his walks to 
bring fuel to the fires before which 
they were accustomed to sit, he 
approached the heathen temple, 
against the entrance of which, or 
even the look-upon of its idols, the 
abbot, his spiritual father, had 
strictly forbidden. And yet Kings- 
ley says: 


“Down he went, hardly dar- 
ing to raise his eyes to the al- 
luring iniquities of the painted 
imagery which, gaudy in crim- 
son and blue, still blazed out 
upon the desolate solitude, un- 


injured by that rainless air. But 
he was young, and youth is 
curious; and the Devil, at least 
in the fifth century, was busy 
with young brains. Now Philam- 
mon believed most utterly in 
the Devil, and night and day 
devoutly prayed to be delivered 
from him; so he crossed him- 
self, and ejaculated, honestly 
enough, ‘Lord, turn away mine 
eyes, lest they behold vanity!’ 
... and =tlooked nevertheless 
How many like him are praying 
to have their eyes turned away, 
and yet at the same moment they 
are turning their eyes upon the 
evil things that are undoing the 
soul. 
The vain glory of life. Two 
words here look especially in that

tian man,shook his head. ‘“Tell me 


‘|}accumulated. There are _ literally 


direction—‘‘revilers” and ‘‘extor- 
tioners.”” The men or the women 
who seek to raise themselves in 
the eyes of their fellows by revil- 
ing their equals, or even their su- 
periors, and to advance themselves 
by taking every possible advan- 
tage of their equals and inferiors, 
are here described. The more one 
knows of the honors and the rich* 
es of this world, the less respect 
he has for most of the people who 
possess them. Too many politicians 
have come into office by reviling 
their equals and their betters; and 
too many fortunes have been 
made by extortion and excess and 
all cheating, chicanery, and con- 
scienceless conduct. 


One was invited to dine in a 
home and thought himself honored 
by the invitation, for he knew it 
represented millions. He went and 
was charmingly entertained in the 
palace on the hill. Two days later 
he fell in with a man—a clean, 
wholesome, Christian man—who 
knew this fellow intimately, and at 
the mention‘of his name the Chris- 


about him; he seems to be a finan- 
cial genius!” He answered sadly, 
“Yes, so the world would pro- 
nounce, but I have lived here 
through the years in which his 
fortune has been made, and know 
the methods by which it has been 


‘'hundreds of wrecked men in his 
path. He has been a promoter of 
schemes and he cares not a whit 
for the fact that in order to ac- 
complish riches he has taken ad- 
vantage of the confidence of his 
intimates, and has made his riches 
out of their ruin.” 


If there is not a Hell for such, 
God would either have to create 
one or abdicate His throne. Jus- 
tice is a Judge who cannot be set 
aside; nor can. his pronouncements 
be despised, or disregarded. 


Alexander Maclaren reminds us 
that there is an old story in the 
book of Ezekiel about how the 
Prophet once was led to a place 
where, through a hole in a broken 
wall, there was showed him an in- 
ner chamber, on the walls of which 
were painted the hideous idols of 
the heathen. And there in the 
presence of the foul shapes stood 
venerable priests and official dig- 
nitaries of Israel, with their cen- 
sers in their hands, and their backs 
to the oracles of God. And he adds, 
“There is a chamber like that in 
our hearts; and it would be a great 
deal better that you and I should 
go down, through the hole in the 
wall and see it, than that we 
should live, as so many of us do, in 
this fools’ paradise of ignorance 
of our own sin.” 


The pirates on the stormy coast 
begin their operations by taking 
the tongue out of the bell that 
hangs on the buoy, and extinguish- 
ing the light that beams from the 
beacon. So Satan, when he would 
utterly undo a man, extinguishes 
the warning voice of conscience 
and puts out the light of God’s 
truth. I have known a saint to be 
tortured with agonies of remorse 
for a slight sin, at the very men- 
tion of which many of your sleek, 
well-dressed and prosperous sin- 
ners. would only laugh. This illus- 
trates the fact that the closer to 
Hell a man goes, through the lust 
of tne eyes, the less. fear of sin 
he has, and the less alarm he feels 
over his own soul. His mind is 
bribed, his conscience is darkened, 
and his heart is ossified, and Hell 
is his portion. 

Now listen; Paul, writing to the 
Corinthians, a company who had 
been godless, lustful, greedy, thiev- 
ing, murderers, says, “Such were 
some of you.” 


It is a past tense; it hints a 
change that has been accomplish- 
ed; it tells the story of a turn in 
their practice. 


The Unexpected Return 


Now let us go back to our or- 
iginal proposition. How is it ac- 
complished? As there is a three- 
fold temptation, so there is a 
threefold redemption, “washing,” 
“sanctification,” “justification.” 


“Ye are washed.” How? On one 
occasion Jesus explained’ the 
“how.” Addressing His disciples 
who had been recovered from the 
worid of sin and Satan, He said, 
“Now ye are clean through the 
Word which I have spoken unto 
you.” On another occasion, the 
Same marvelous Man said: 


“Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
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He that heareth my word, and be- 


everlasting tife, and shatli not 
come into condemnation; but is 
passed from death unto life.” 

It was Jesus also who said of 
His disciples, 

“They are not of the world, 
even as I am not of the world. 
Sanctify them through Thy truth: 
Thy Word is Truth.’—John 17:16, 
py 


And it was He who expressed 
the same thought on another oc- 
casion, “Ye shall know the Truth, 
and the Truth shall make you 
free,’ and the whole Church of 
God is an illustration. Do you re- 
member what Paul wrote to the 
Ephesians, 

“Husbands, love your wives, even 
as Christ also loved the church, 
and gave himself for it; That he 
might sanctify and cleanse it with 
the washing of water by the word, 
That he might present it to him- 
self a glorious church, not having 
spot, or wrmkle, or any such 
thing; but that it should be holy 
and without blemish.” (5:25-27). 


Ernest Gordon, in the “Life” of 
his father, tells the story of a 
Chinaman, Chin Tong, who came 
into the Gordon Training School. 
He was uncouth and irresponsive, 
and unlike most of his fellows, 
unclean and unsavory. For months 
the teacher was hopeless. One 
Sunday he gave to the Chinaman 
this text, “Jf we confess our sins, 
He is faithful and just to forgive 


all unrighteousness” (I John 1:9). 
When he turned up the following 
Sunday he had read that verse 
so often as to almost wear out the 
leaf of the Bible. One word puz- 
zlied him—‘cleanse,’ but as he 
was a laundryman it was easy to 
make it plain. 


When the next Sunday arrived 
and the teacher took his seat in 
the accustomed place a man in 
Occidental dress entered and sat 
down beside him. He seemed a 
stranger and the teacher asked his 
name. He answered “Chin Tong.” 
His cue was off, his long finger- 
nails pared, his face clean, his 
clothes in perfect condition. The 
text had done its work. “You know 
a me not? Yesus Christ, He make 
a me clean, inside, outside!’” Such 
is the washing of the water in 
the Word. 


“Sanctified”’; by the same Truth. 


“Sanctify them through thy 
truth.” There is a vast deal of 
nonsense suggested regarding 


“sanctification.” There are people 
who do not want to use the term 
at all, who think that no such an 
experience is possible to this life; 
that, struggle as we may, we will 
be a stained crowd to the end, 
and that while ‘“‘holiness” is a bibli- 
cal term, it has no correspondence 
in human life. Let it be understood 
that such as believe after that 
manner know not the Word. There 
are others who say that “sanctifi- 
cation” means eradication—the old 
nature is killed at once and never 
revived, and that the struggle is 
at an end, and that sinlessness is 
the abiding estate of the sancti- 
fied. They also are at fault in their 
reading of the Scriptures. 

“Sanctification” means “set a- 
part” for holy uses, and is the ex- 
perience of many of God’s people, 
and ought to be of them all. Sanc- 
tification is not a completed act, 
but a process in which the Spirit 
of God is. perfecting that which 
He began in us, and the end of it 
is “holiness,” 
woman has the right to sit down 
content in conscious sin, nor has 
any man or woman a right to 
tramp the world around preaching 
holiness and practicing unclean- 
ness. 

There is a lot of hypocrisy in 
the world. Sam Jones said he knew 
a lot of people who were “sancti- 
fied,” but he did not know ex- 
actly what portion of them had 
been “set apart’; he did know 
that their pocket-books had es- 
caped. They could talk eloquently 
on “sanctification,” but they took 
occasion either to be absent or to 
feel as poor as church mice when 
the collection plate came. ‘And, 
furthermore,” he . said, 
a lot of old sisters who kneel down 
and pray, ‘O Lord, send the fire,’ 
and if God should drop a coal as 
big as your finger, not one of you 
but would ery, ‘Ouch; I can’t 
stand it!’” 

And it is fairly difficult to find 
a better illustration of what Sam 
really means than that which he 
gives, reciting the incident of what 
had occurred at a prayer meeting 


lieveth on him that sent me, hath 
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in Atlanta, saying that the church 
should be regarded as an engine, 
and every man be permitted to 
select the part of the work he 
would prefer to do. One fellow said 
he would like to be the drive- 
wheel, the secret of speed. Another 
said, “I would like to be the cow- 
catcher, and run ahead and keep 
the track clear.” Another wanted 
to be the “whistle” and sound the 
praises of God all over the land; 
to which Sam replied, “Beloved, 
we have too many whistles now. 
We don’t want any more whistles. 
The church reminds me of a 
steamboat with a little engine 
about four feet long, and every 
time the whistle blows the boat 
stops.” Another got up and told 
Jones he would like to be the 
“throttle lever’ so that he could 
make things move. 


Then a young merchant, a truly 
noble man, got up and = said, 
“Brother Jones, I would prefer to 
be the coal and then I can be 
consumed in God’s service.” Jones 
looked at him and said, “Yes, sir, 
there is a man who means some- 
thing. Although he is worth only 
about $20,000, when the offering 
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for foreign missions was made he 
put down $500; and last year he 
gave $1,500 to God’s cause, while 
the big old rich fellows, who had 
$100,000 and $150,000 were lying 
about their poverty and were 
making donations of $10 and $15 
apiece.” Sanctification is not so 
much a theory, a term; it is be- 
ing “set apart,” and your very life 
being consumed on the altar of 
God. 


“Justification” by the same 
Word. No man has ever been 
justified by his own merit. It is 
only because God has pronounced 
him justified that any man can 
ever stand at all. Not because we 
were well born from a social or 
political standpoint; not because 
we were well dressed; not because 
we were the children of noble 
fathers and mothers—‘“‘that which 
is born of the flesh is flesh.” We 
are justified by the will of God 
and that alone. But so gracious 
is that will, and so mighty is that 
word, if a man has sunk to the 
depths of Hell itself, God’s will 
will lift him out and His Word will 
set his feet upon a rock, and then 
the angels of Heaven will look 
upon him who but yesterday was 
stained and soiled. They will see 
him clothed in garments of lhght 
and righteousness. 


When Mr. Martin and I were in 
a southern city we met a min- 
ister at our boarding house table. 
He was a great and mighty man, 
and his fame was in all the 
churches. One day he opened his 
heart to me, and taking me aside 
told me the story of his boy. He 
had reached the point where liquor 
no longer satisfied his appetite and 
he resorted to stronger drugs. His 
father said, “I want you to meet 
him; and I want you to pray for 
him, and I want you to preach to 
him,” 

The boy was brought. “Boy,” did 
I say? He was thirty years of age. 
He was fine looking except for 
the marks of dissipation on his 
face—intelligent, clean. I took him 
aside and talked with him. 

He said to me, “I would like to 
be a man, but I can't.” 


I said, ‘““Will you come to church 
tonight?” 

He walked in that night, and 
that night the Word did its work. 
When the invitation was given he 
came to the front seat, looking to 
Heaven with strong crying and 
tears. Two nights later he was 
bearing his testimony-—‘‘washed,”’ 
“sanctified,” ‘“‘justified.’’ Months 
later I passed through that city 
again and met the same minister 
and asked after the boy. He said, 
“He is doing well, Mr. Riley, and 
is living a beautiful life.’’ Praise 
God for such a Gospel! 

In the past ye were fornicators, 
adulterers, effeminate, Sodomites, 
thieving, covetous, drunkards, re- 
vilers, extortioners—Hell-doomed 
souls every one. Tonight you may 
be “washed,” “sanctified,” ‘‘justi- 
fied.”’ 


The Wonder Explained 


First “in the name of the Lord 
Jesus,’ and second, “by the Spirit 
of our God.” If you will run the 
Scriptures through you will find 
that everything worth the Chris- 
tian’s while comes to him “in the 
name of Jesus Christ,” and then 
power, making victory possible, is 
bestowed “by the Spirit of God.”

just as the man who leaves God 
out of his lifé today is a fool, for 
in the exercise of his God-given 
free will Adam ate of the forbid- 
den fruit, he fell, and oh, what 
a fall it was! That fall involved the 
whole human race in rebellion 
against God. That one sin of Adam 
became the father of all the fut- 
ure sins of men, and the parent of 
all perversity in fallen human 
nature. It was a sin that would 
multiply with each succeeding gen- 
eration until the progeny of that 
first disobedience fills the earth 
today. And when Adam fell in that 
first fair test of his obedience, 
God placed an angel with shining 
sword to guard the gate of Eden, 
lest man should eat of the tree 
of life and live forever in a state 
of perpetual rebellion against God. 


In the fourth chapter of Genesis 
we have the story of Cain. We 
are told that, “By faith Abel of- 
fered unto God a more excellent 
sacrifice than Cain” (Heb. 11:14). 
Instead of approaching God 
through the shed blood of a lamb, 
as God had shown his parents at 


the gate of Eden, “Cain brought. 
of the fruit 
fering unto the Lord.” It repre- 
sented his own handiwork, the 
fruit of his labors; and by of- 
fering a bouquet to God he tried 
to commend himself to God on the 
basis of his own good works. 
because he rejected God’s Word 
and God’s way of salvation, God 
rejected him. Cain then became 
angry with his godly brother. And 
one day,.when they were out in 
the field together, Cain first 
looked this way, 
way, and when he thought no one 
was looking, he lifted his hand and 
his brother fell in his: blood. Cain 
became the first murderer, and 
Abel the first martyr. But there 
was one way he forgot to look; 
he forgot to look up, and God 
saw! 


Those were the days of mountain 
justice when ‘men took the law 
into their own hands and avenged 
the innocent by the death of the 
guilty; so God set a mark upon 
Cain lest any finding him should 
slay him. Then “Cain went out 
from the presence of the Lord, and 
dwelt in the land of Nod, on the 
east of Eden. And Cain knew his 
wife” (Gen. 4:16-17).

The simple fact is that those who 
make such problems as Cain’s wife 
an excuse for not being saved, 
are usually living in sin, want to 
continue in sin, and are merely 
using Bible problems as an excuse 
for so doing. 

Dr. Torrey was once called to 
deal with a skeptic. He asked him 


man said he was. When asked 
what his problem was, he. said, 
“IT can’t understand where Cain 
got his wife.” Dr. Torrey then 
said, “If I show you where Cain 
got his wife, then I take it you 
will accept Christ and be saved.” 
The man replied that he had never 
said he would. Dr. Torrey answer- 
ed, “If your real difficulty was 
about Cain’s wife, and if I solved 
that problem for you, then if you 
were an honest skeptic you would 
accept Christ and become a Chris- 
tian.” The man saw he was cor- 
nered. Dr. Torrey persisted, ‘Tell 
me, isn’t there something wrong 
in your own personal life?” After 
a great deal of hesitation and eva- 
sion the man finally admitted 
there was, and not long afterward 
Dr. Torrey discovered that the 
trouble with that man wasn’t 
Cain’s wife, but somebody else’s 
wife! 

Who, then, was Cain’s wife? The 
answer is found in the words of 
my text in Genesis 5:4, “And the 
days of Adam after he had be- 
gotten Seth were eight hundred 
years: and he begat sons and 
daughters.”’ 


If we figure according to statis- 
ticians who tell us that under 
favorable conditions, such as would 
prevail on the earth in those days, 
population would double every 
twenty-five years, and bearing in 
mind that daughters as well as 
sons were born to Adam and Eve, 
we can see that there could have 
been scores of people on the earth 
by the time Cain went into the 
land of Nod. 

Someone will say that is true 
only on the assumption that Cain 
married one of the daughters of 
Adam. Certainly he did. How else 
could the race have sprung from 
a single human pair unless there 
had been at first the intermarriage 
ef the sons and daughters of 
Adam? We know that today the 
marriage of cousins is sometimes 
fraught with disaster, but in the 
morning of human history and in 
the providence of God it was noi 
so. Even as late as 1,500 years 
before Christ we read that Abra 
ham married his own half-sister

daughters. There could have been 
daughters born before the birth 
of Cain, and between Cain and 
Abel. We are not told when they 
were born, who they were; or how 
many there were. The record 
states, as clearly as language can 
put it, that Adam begat daugh- 
ters as well as sons. 


When we remember, therefore, 
that. the Bible does not say Cain 
got his wife in the land of Nod, 
and that the land of Nod was not 
a distant country; when we note 
that daughters as well as sons 
were born to Adam and Eve; and 
when we recognize the necessity of 
the intermarriage of the children 
of the first human pair, we see 
that the problem of Cain’s-wife is 
not a problem at all. Cain simply 
married one of the daughters born 
to Adam, and the mystery vanishes 
when we note exactly what the 
Bible says concerning the mat- 
ter. The problem arises from men 
judging the Bible by whaf they 
hink it says, instead of by what 
it actually does say. 

A friend of mine who was the 
Methodist Class Leader in a small 
town in Western Canada told me 
this story. On the previous Sunday 
the lesson was on Jesus’ cleansing 
the leper. My friend asked the 
local doctor, a member of the 
class, to tell them something about 
leprosy. The doctor told the class 
there were different kinds of lep- 
rosy, some mild, others more viru- 
Jent. He described a certain oil 
that was being used to cure the 
mild cases, and closed by saying 
that with advancement of medical 
science he believed that eventually 
all cases of leprosy would be 
cured. When he sat down an old 
man rose up, red with anger, and 
denied that any cases of true lep- 
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rosy apart from the Bible record 
had ever been cured, or ever would 
be cured. He ended his tirade by 
saying triumphantly, “I take my 
stand on the Bible. It says, ‘Can 
the leper change his spots?’” 
(But the Bible really says “Can 
the Ethiopian change his skin or 
the leopard his spots?” Jer. 13:23. 
Editor. ) 


When Cain went out from the 
presence of the Lord, his hands 
were red with fratricidal blood, the 
brand of God was upon his brow, 
and he cried, “My punishment is 
greater than I can bear.” He was 
branded by God’s hand, and all 
who looked upon him knew of his 
crime. 

Now it is a natural and a spirit- 
ual law that no man liveth to 
himself. The human race is so in- 
termingled, and our relations with 
each other are so complex that if 
one man sins, other people suffer. 
Herein lies the tragedy of Cain’s 
wife. The shame and disgrace of 
Cain’s sin fell upon the innocent 
head of the woman who had maf- 
ried him. She is..compelled to 
bear the stigma of his crime and 
to share the disgrace of his sin. 
She avoids the company of her 
neighbors; she knows they are 
talking about the murder. She can 
still hear the voice of her mur- 
dered brother’s blood crying out for 
vengeance. She wonders if life 
will ever again be worth living 
because of her marriage to Cain. 
She knows people are pointing at 
her and saying, “There goes the 
woman who married infamous 
Cain. He murdered the godliest 
man on the face of the earth. He 
crimsoned his hands in his own 
brother’s blood. There goes the 
wife of Cain.” 

Who is Cain’s wife today? Are 
there any such _— sorrow-laden, 
broken-hearted women in the 
world today who have to suffer 
shame and bear reproach because 
of their husband’s sins? There 
are, and I would speak now of 
modern Mrs. Cain. 

For one thing, 


The Wife of a Murderer Is 
Cain’s Wife 

Some years ago at the home 
of a friend in Toronto I met a 
woman who seemed bowed down 
beneath some great load of sor- 
row, and although in her early 
thirties, her hair was prematurely 
grey. I was moved by her troubled 
appearance to speak to her of 
Christ. Later I learned from my 
friend her story. Some years be- 
fore in England she had married 
and their home life was happy and 
sweet. In due time God sent three 
little children into their lives and 
everything seemed to be well. Then 
one dark day a blow fell upon that 
home. Her young husband, in a 
sudden fit of insanity, murdered 
his three little children, and him- 
self became a maniac, worse than 
dead. The young woman had cross- 
ed the ocean to escape the pub- 
licity, although she could never 
escape the memory of her hus- 
band’s crime. I think of that wo- 
man today, with her sorrowful 
face, her hair almost white, and 
carrying such a load on her heart. 
And I say that the wife of a mur- 
derer is the wife of Cain.

The Wife of a Drunkard Is 
Cain’s Wife 

I was preaching one Sunday 
morning in a country church in 
Manitoba where I was pastor. 
Sitting before me was a stranger, 
a woman with a little boy at her 
side. She was drinking in every 
word of the message. She waited 
behind after the service, and when 
the people had gone she told me 
her story. Her home had been over 
in Scotland, and a happy home it 
was until the shadow of drink had 
fallen. Her husband had become a 
Slave to the drink habit and seem- 
ed helpless to gain deliverance. 
He went down and down until his 
employers cast him off. Then his 
relatives cast him off. Finally he 
sank so low his wife had to leave 
him. And out into a strange coun- 
try, away from the land of her 
birth, away from family and 
friends, and with an ocean and 
half-a-continent between her and 
her once happy home this broken- 
hearted woman was working by 
the day in order that her little 
hoy might grow to manhood with-

out hearing of his father’s shame. 
I can still, after many years, see 
that woman as she stood in the 
aisle of that country church and 
with tears filling her eyes she told 
me her story, and I say to myself, 
The wife of a drunkard is the wife 
of Cain. 
I say further that 


The Wife of an Infidel Is 
Cain’s Wife 

Dr. French E. Oliver tells of 
the daughter of an infidel who lay 
dying. Her mother was a Christian 
and had often tried to lead the 
girl to Christ. When she was about 
to take the step, the things her 
father had said about the’ Bible 
would come into her mind, she 
refused to yield, and the mother 
had to pray and live the Christian 
life alone. 


One day the doctor told the girl 
her days on earth were numbered. 
She called her father and mother 
to her bedside. She said, “Father, 
Mother has often tried to get me 
to, become a Christian, and you 
know how your influence has kept 
me from it.

There might have been no 
time for that girl to be saved on 
her death-bed. And when I think 
of women I have known who were 
married to infidel husbands, and 
who have told me they prayed 
daily that God would keep their 
children from growing up to be 
like their infidel father, I have 
said in my heart, The wife of an 
infidel is the wife of Cain.

The Wife of a Drug Addict 
Is Cain’s Wife 


One Sunday night in my Mon- 
treal pastorate I preached on 
Cain’s wife, using the suggestion 
of Dr. French Oliver that Cain’s 
wife was the wife of the murderer, 
the drunkard, and the infidel. Next 
evening a man came to my home, 
trembling from head to foot. When 
I asked him his name, he said, 
“My name is Cain, and my wife 
is Cain’s wife.” At first I thought 
he was under the influence of 
drink, but soon I saw it was drugs. 
He told me his story which later I 
verified by letters from his mother 
in’ England, 


This man had been wounded in 
the eye in World War I, necessitat- 
ing eleven operations with cocaine 
administered, and he had contract- 
ed the drug habit. His father, an 
English doctor, had died drinking 
absinthe, a French drug. In the 
three years since his discharge, 
he had spent several thousand dol- 
lars on drugs. He was now a slave 
to the habit and helpless in its 
power. Then he said, “I was one 
of the crowd gathered to hear you 
last night. I heard you say your 
God could save from sin and keep 
from sin every man that came 


to Him. I have come to ask you 


if that is true. Did you say that 
because it is true, or because you 
are a preacher and are paid to say 
such things?” I felt led to say to 
him, “If you will kneel down right 
now and accept Christ as your 
Saviour, and really allow God to 
come into your life, if He does not 
break the power of that habit and 
deliver you from drugs, I will 
never preach another sermon.” 
The man knelt to pray, and I 
think he tried to pray, but he 
was still under the influence of the 
drug and I felt that the prayer 
was not real. He was still in a 
daze when he left and I knew he 
had not come clean for God. 


That man went down and down r 


until about a year afterward 
when I was called to his home 
where his wife had been told by 
the doctor that he was dying. He 
had been brought home from a 
drug dive in Montreal’s underworld 


so that he would not die there and! 


get them into trouble. His home 
was a dingy three-roomed flat 
where he lived with his wife and 
little boy. When I entered the room 
where he lay, he was beating his 
breast and crying, “O God, could 
Hell be any worse than this?” I 
told him of the doctor’s verdict 
and reminded him of his failure a 
year ago to give his life over to 
God. He admitted it. At that mo- 
ment God led me to say, “Mr. 
Ridd, I am going to ask God to 
spare your life. Before I pray you 
will have to promise me that if 
God does so, you will definitely 
turn to Him and be saved.” He 
gave me his solemn promise. I 
then asked God for the sake of the 
weeping wife and child standing 
there, and for the sake of the soul 
that could be won for the glory of 
Christ, to spare his life. 

God was pleased to answer that 
prayer: slowly William Ridd was 
brought back from the shadow 
of death. Some six weeks later, 
almost before he was able to walk, 
he made his way to our church. 
When the invitation was given he 
made his way forward and asked 
God to save him. God answered 
that prayer instantly. God broke 
the power of that habit and freed 
him that very moment. I have 
letters from him thanking God for 
his happy Christian home, and 
when I visited Montreal many 
years later, he was there to greet 
me, and to tell me that from the 
moment when God came into his 
heart, and through all of the 
eleven years since, he had, as he 
put it, “never once looked back.” 

But let me repeat it, that story 
also might have had a far differ- 
ent ending. And when I think of 
that pale-faced little woman, and 
the hell-upon-earth she endured 
for three years, and finally threat- 
ened with the death of her drug- 
enslaved husband, then« I am 
ready to tell the world that the 
wife of a drug addict is the wife 
of Cain. 

Finally, 


The Christian Wife of an Un- 
saved Man Is Cain’s Wife 
Mind you, hér husband may be 

a good man. He may love her with 

all his heart. He may even go to 

church with her. But because she 
is saved and he is lost, every tick 
of the clock, and every step they 
take together along the pathway 
of life, brings them nearer the 
parting of the ways, and I Say, 

God pity the wife of Cain who has 

nothing to look forward to except 

eternal separation from the hus- 
band she loves. : 

For, hear me, the cross of Christ 
is The Great Divide in the lives 
of women and men. The cross is 
the great separator. It was back 
yonder on Calvary’s hill where 
we see on one side of that cross 
a criminal dying in sin,-and on the 
other side a criminal dying in sal- 
vation, and the dividing factor was 
their attitude toward the Christ on 
the central cross. 

And today, as we preachers pre- 
sent the Gospel, the cross of Christ 
divides our hearers into two classes 
—those who believe and so will 


be saved, and those who reject and 
so will be lost. 


But not only in the past and 
present, but in that future day, 
which, as sure as God is truth, 
will come, when, as John in Rev- 
elation 20:12 tells us, “I saw the 
dead, small and great, stand be- 
fore God; and the books were 
opened: and another book was 
opened, which is the book of life:
